DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record is McClauey et al, US Patent Number: 5,930,775. Licht shows a method for using tree 
crops as pollutant control. 

2. In regard to claim 1 , McClauey et al. taken either individually or in combination with 
other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: obtaining an estimated liquidation time between 
a last interest paid date for the loan and receipt of the estimated net proceeds from the sale of the 
property after a foreclosure of the loan, the last interest paid date being the last date that a 
payment was received on the loan before entering foreclosure, wherein the operation of obtaining 
the estimated time includes applying a liquidation time value decision true, wherein the 
liquidation time value decision tree includes a plurality of time factors that account for the time 
associated with events that effect the liquidation time for the loan, the application of the 
liquidation time value decision including summing each time factor applicable to the loan.
